Isaid: *Sit-ddwno ond 
draft 8 strong resolution to the Govern- 
mont and tell them how things are, and 
if you. want somo definite and declar~ 
ed policy say what you want: to be 
done in the future:”—“That is “what 
I told them, (Laughter, ..and.. hear, 
hear.) Again T say I do not blames Rus- 
sia at all for whut she is doing ; J should 
certainly do tha same if I were Russian. 
(Langhter.) What I found was this, that 
the Russiaus are ignoring the Customs al- 
togethér, that is to say, atcamérs consigned 
to them go in and no Custom officinla go on 
board, ancl they.ate,:ordered. rot fp. jutor- 
fere with them:it Any way? whatever, and 
the Russiuns,have nothing to do. with the 
Customs.

THE COUNTRY FULL OF COSSACKS. 

The whole country I went. through was 
full of armed Cossacks.. There may bo 
necessity for some sitpervisiyn over the 
Chinese to protect the railway and seo 
that they do not run away with sleepom— 
cortainly one would imagine rather incon- 
venient things—(laughter) ; but I heard no 
reasonable suggestion why the whole 
country should be full of armed Cossacks.
